Collar norm for Rome’s priests:

VATICAN CITY (NC) — Norms 
requiring clerical garb for priests, 
announced for the Diocese of Rome on 
Oct. 18, may eventually be matched by 
similar regulations for the rest of the 
world’s 2,300 dioceses. 


That is the opinion of a well-placed 
Vatican official, who told NC News 
Service that the dress code for priests 
issued by the papal vicar for Rome, 
Cardinal Ugo Poletti, is ‘‘just a 
beginning.”’ 

THE VATICAN official, who asked 
not to be identified, said the Rome 
regulations apply only to priests while 
they are actually performing their 
pastoral ministry and not, for example, 
“‘when they go out for a relaxed dinner 
with a few of their friends.’’ 


The norms announced by Cardinal 
Poletti came as a result of a letter written 
by Pope John Paul II on Sept. 8. In that 
letter, also released on Oct. 18, the pope 
emphasized the ‘‘public witness’? which 
clerical dress gives to a priest’s 
commitment to Christ and asked 
Cardinal Poletti, who administers the 
Rome diocese on behalf of the pope, to 
promulgate appropriate norms for the 
priests under his guidance. 


Southern Cross to feature Sunday magazine 


Beginning Nov. 11, Southern Cross will include a new monthly magazine, 
Sunday, a four-color tabloid similar in format to Our Sunday Vistor. A year in 
planning, the Sunday monthly supplement is offered at no charge to participating 
newspapers, and ‘‘will be self-sufficient through sales of advertising,’’ noted 
Father Vincent J. Giese, OSV vice president and editor-in-chief. Eudist Brother 
William Bilton, SC editor, said the November issue ‘‘is a very attractive 
supplement with a report on Guatemalan refugees, along with family articles.”’ 
He added that Sunday provides him with an opportunity to add to the value of 
Southern Cross without incurring extensive expenses. 


Cardinal Poletti’s letter — directed to 
all Religious and diocesan priests living in 
Rome, ‘‘even those who intend to reside 
in Rome only temporarily’? — mandated 
the clerical suit with Roman collar or the 
cassock as standard wear for priests and 
for seminarians in the later stages of their 
training. 

ACCORDING TO the Vatican 
official, plans call for similar norms

UCSD: Student

BONITA — A _ student who is 
challenging a local college’s policy of 
providing registration fee money to help 
pay for abortions will file a federal 
complaint charging the school with 
discrimination on ‘“‘moral and religious 
grounds.”’ 


The complainant, John Altomare, 21. 
a Bonita resident and a senior 
undergraduate at Revelle College (part of 
the University of California at San 
Diego), charged that the school’s policy of 
giving $100 to pregnant students who 
have had an abortion is ‘‘making a gift of 
public monies’’ and violates his right to 
“ideological non-association.”’

WASHINGTON (NC) — The ‘‘no’’ 
to nuclear war expressed in the second 
draft of a proposed pastoral letter on war 
and peace by the U.S. bishops marks at 
least a subtle shift from the ‘‘maybe’’ that 
was implicit in the first draft. 


But at the same time the committee 
drafting the war and peace document 
continues to endorse the Church’s 
traditional just war theory, which many 
peace activists contend is outmoded and 
obsolete in a nuclear age. 


ALSO REWRITTEN is the second 
draft’s examination of the policy of 
deterrence. No longer calling deterrence 
an evil to be tolerated, the second draft 
now characterizes deterrence as a policy 
with many ‘“‘negative dimensions’’ but 
still ‘‘morally acceptable’’ as long as it is 
used as a step toward progressive 
disarmament. 


Even the title of the second draft has 
been changed. Whereas the first draft was 
called ‘‘God’s Hope in a Time of Fear,”’ 
the second draft, released Oct. 26, is 
titled, ““The Challenge of Peace: God’s 
Promise and Our Response.”’ 


The new draft itself runs to 120 
typewritten pages, considerably longer 
than the 70 pages in the first draft. 

WHEN THE first draft of the 
proposed pastoral became public last June

An Oct. 19 article in the Rome daily 
newspaper, La Repubblica, said that a 
document of the Vatican Congregation 
for the Clergy, asking the world’s bishops 
to issue similar directives, had been 
prepared some time ago. However, said 
the article, reservations expressed by 
some bishops temporarily staved off the 
document, and the pope decided to begin 
the campaign for clerical dress with his

fees for abortions challenged 


MEANWHILE, A UCSD official told 
Southern Cross that the school does not 
award $100 to pregnant students; 
UCSD’s written policy states otherwise. 


The issue came to a head when 
Altomare tried to pay his fall-quarter fees 
with a check that included the following 
statement on the back: 


“Not under any condition will I 
consent to the use of any of these 
enrollment fee monies to fund abortions 
or abortion-related services. This 
payment should be administered to fund 
its originally-intended purpose: the cost of 
education, i.e. professors, electric bills, 
an uncluttered administration, etc. I 
demand respect for life — and — the right 
to ideological non-association. This 
payment, whole or part, is not to be used 
to fund abortions or abortion-related 
services.”’ 


HE SENT the check with a letter of 
protest to Joseph W. Watson, vice 
chancellor of undergraduate affairs. The 
check was returned to Altomare, a 
parishioner at St. Rose of Lima Church, 
Chula Vista. 


‘The demands printed on the back of 
your check stating that not under any 


it immediately drew criticism from both 
sides of the war and peace debate. 
Liberals had sought a stronger 
condemnation of nuclear war and a 
rejection of the centuries-old just war 
theory. Conservatives disliked the draft’s 
rejection of a first-strike capability for the 
United States and its seeming failure to 
mention the Soviet threat. 


Although both drafts present highly 
nuanced examinations of the war and 
peace issue, the first draft’s ‘‘maybe’’ to 
nuclear war was best exemplified by the 
following sentence: 


“‘If nuclear weapons may be used at all, 
they may be used only after they have 
been used against our own country or our 
allies, and, even then, only in an 
extremely limited, discriminating manner 
against military targets.” 


THE SECOND draft, on the other 
hand, appears to leave no such room. 
Even in cases of extremely limited nuclear 
exchanges, the second draft points out, 
the spread of radiation still would present 
imminent danger to non-combatants. 


It goes on to say that the issue is not 
simply one of the ‘size of the weapons 
involved or the strategies that might be 
used in a limited nuclear war. 


“The debate,’’ the second draft says, 
“should include the psychological and 
political significance of crossing the 
boundary from the conventional to the 
nuclear arena in any form. To cross this 
divide is to enter a world where we have 
no experience of control, much evidence 
against its possibility and no justification 
for submitting the human community to 
this risk.’’ 

BUT WHILE rejecting the use of 
nuclear weapons, the five bishops on the 
drafting committee headed by 
Archbishop Joseph L. Bernardin of 
Chicago admit it is ‘morally acceptable’’ 
to continue to possess such weapons if 
stringent conditions are met.

Busy and growing is a good way to 
describe the Rancho Penasquitos area, on 
the west side of I-15 between Mira Mesa 
and Rancho Bernardo. Demographic 
projections for the future, notes Father 
Robert J. Pinta, OLMC pastor, foresee 
many thousand more homes in the area 
between now and the end of the century. 
Father Pinta is assisted by two deacons, 
Jim Bowen, ordained earlier this year, 
and Bernie Yeatts, originally ordained for 
the Archdiocese of Washington, D.C. 


In addition to Father Pinta, OLMC’s 
first and only pastor since 1976, are two 
full-time staffers: Russ Neuhart, director 
of religious education and parish music 
coordinator, and Mrs. B.J. Garner, 
parish secretary. 


_THE 250 families who were charter 
members of the parish have now grown to 
well over 1,000, notes Father Pinta, and it 
is the parishioners themselves, he adds, 
who have contributed so much to the 
growth and success of its many programs. 


People like Mrs. Toni Kennedy, vice 
president of the parish council; Mrs. 
Maria Valle, secretary of the parish 
council; and Mrs. Terry Bowen, adult 
education coordinator with her husband, 
are some of the parishioners considered 
vital by Father Pinta. 


With the projected May 1983 
completion of the new parish center, 
OLMC will be able to consolidate its 
parish life under one roof and also begin 
some projects long-delayed by a lack of 
meeting space, said Father Pinta, 


““WE’RE ALREADY a church,”’ said 
Mrs. Bowen. ‘‘We just don’t have a 
building yet.’’ 

That same lack of space has also made 
the parishioners more resourceful and 
adaptable, said Russ Neuhart, a certified 
master Catechist, who is assisted by more 
than 60 adult volunteers. Religious 
education at the parish goes from pre- 
school during Sunday Masses to Monday 
afternoon CCD instruction to the Sunday

evening youth group and and youth 
ministries program, and a variety of adult 
education classes for the parents of 
children about to be baptized or to receive 
the other sacraments for the first time. 

The parish is about one-fifth Filipino, 
notes Father Pinta. ‘‘They are very 
family oriented, some with three 
generations living together.’’ Active 
parish groups include the St. Therese 
Guild for women, Helping Hands, which 
provides transportation, baby sitting, 
housekeeping and meals for parishioners 
in need, a men’s club, two prayer groups 
which meet at different times, and three 
choirs (children’s, youth and adults) 
which alternate during the Sunday 
Masses. 

‘“‘THE MONTH of September was 
typical,’’ said Father Pinta. ‘‘My 
calendar had activities on 27 out of 30 
evenings,’ adding that cursillo and 
marriage encounter are also active at 
OLMC. 


Noting that he is older than most of his 
parishioners, many of whom are 
members of young families, Father Pinta 
says that ‘‘kids are the real pulse of this 
parish. Children are the focus of almost 
everything we do. And the kids even 
bring their parents back to church.”’ 


_ Ascale model of the parish of the future 
is prominent in the OLMC office-rectory, 
what Father Pinta calls ‘‘our dream 
corner.”’ 

‘“‘WE’RE BUILDING a vehicle to 
establish services for people. We have a 
lot of hopes for that building, because 
meeting space is our biggest problem 
right now,’’ he said. 


A feeling of family, home and 
community allows the the funding of the 
parish’s phased growth program to be 
both “‘low key’’ and situated within the 
larger context of education about the 
meaning of responsible Christian 
stewardship, said Father Pinta. 

“If a person feels he’s a member of a 
community, he will share in the 
responsibilities of the community.’’

Scary scenario 

It could very well be that just under the surface of calls 
for prayer, research and action on the practice of non- 
violence are the answers to a peaceful and just world. 

But it seems doubtful that even the Christian community 
— like the rich young man, or Peter walking on the water, 
or the apostles at Gethsemane — has the faith that is 
required to find out. 

There are many individuals — to be sure — who deeply 
believe the Gospel call to non-violence and some that 
actually live it. 

But for most people, the following scenario is likely to 
drive itself home before the end of the century: 


After years of warning by scientists, Church leaders and 
enlightened statesmen about the perils of nuclear warfare and the 
ultimate destruction of most of humankind, just such an eventuality 
comes to pass. 

And after the bombs and warheads have exploded, destroying 
millions of acres of arable land, contaminating millions of square 
miles of the atmosphere, and killing — in the most horrible fashion 
imaginable — millions and millions of men, women and children all 
over the world, we find as we reach the afterlife that none of it had to 
happen. We find that if, as Christ had promised over and over 
again, we had trusted in Him and His word that we had claimed to 


follow all those centuries there would have been no mass destruction 


of the world. 

We would have found that our loving Father who created all of 
humankind, inlcuding the Russians and their Communist leaders, 
would have quickly and easily pulled us all from the fiery inferno of 
nuclear holocaust — had we only asked and shown some faith in His 
promises. 

Instead, we chose to look to our own devices, to our own solutions, 
in our own inimitable myopic and self-centered fashion. We chose to 
run the doomsday clock to midnight (or is it high noon?), to slam the 
door in the face of Gospel faith. 

Some fundamentalists took a different approach: they gave up-long 
before and simply awaited Armageddon as a forgone conclusion. 

Unfortunately, the Monday morning quarterback club looking 
back on a weekend of nuclear exchanges won’t be able to say, “‘Oh 
well, we'll get them back next time.’’ There won’t be any next time; 
the last game of MAD (Mutual Assured Destruction) will have been 
played and there will be no players or substitutes left — not even any 
coaches. fai 


Such a scenario doesn’t have much meaning to most of 
this country’s populace. Things are still going along pretty 
well, for at least 90 percent are still working, and the 
unemployed are still better off than most of the rest of the 
world. The good life is still available to most Americans: 
eat, drink and be merry... 


Maybe this world can go on for decades, centuries 
perhaps, buildling billions and billions of dollars worth of 
sophisticated weapons capable of destroying the earth 
hundreds of times over. 


Maybe -no one — in any of the nuclear nations — will 
ever push the fateful button or pull the doomsday lever. 
What are the odds? A hundred to one, a thousand to one, a 
million to one that it will never happen? 

Each thinking Christian can write his or her own 
scenario, but given the facts, the history and the tendencies 
of a world gone wild and corrupt seeking power and profit 
— the goals Jesus Christ most clearly and pointedly 
condemned — the future doesn’t look too promising.

‘*For the utilitarian and materialistic culture which measures 
the value of man on the basis of what he can produce and 
consume, it is necessary to substitute a culture which recognizes 
the ‘absolute’ value of every person, whatever be the degree of 
his capacity and efficiency,’’ the pope said. 

In his main talk at the audience, the pope continued his 
discussion of the Christian concept of marriage. He called the 
redemption accomplished by Christ ‘‘a sacrament in the wider 
sense’’ because it reveals ‘‘the very mystery of God.’’ He then 
suggested that marriage is a symbol of the act of redemption, 
because the union of husband and wife offers a glimpse into the 
closeness of Christ’s union with his people. 


Welcomed especially by the pope were 12 Anglican clergymen 
from England who had come to Rome to meet with members of 
the Roman Curia, the Church’s central administration. The 
pontiff told them that their presence brought back memories of 
his visit to Canterbury cathedral in England last May 29, when 
he shared in a historic prayer service wtih Archbishop Robert 
Runcie of Canterbury, leader of the worldwide Anglican 
Communion. 


The Anglican clergymen’s presence also evoked anew ‘“‘the 


great hope that is ours is Jesus Christ, and in the power of his 


prayer to effect full unity among his followers, for the glory of his 
Father in heaven,”’ the pope said. eae

This weekend will witness. everything from  sheet-clad 
‘ghosts’? to cowboys and Indians, witches, Dracula and ET, 
ringing doorbells and presenting already bulging sacks for the 
treats that will placate these nocturnal apparitions for another 
year.

October 31 was originally the date chosen by the Druids 
(ancient Celtic priests) to celebrate New Year’s Eve, the harvest, 
and to honor their sun god and lord of the dead. Their idea of a 
festive time was burning criminals to death in wicker cages 
shaped like animals and the first ‘“‘trick or treat’’ consisted of the 
Druids begging wood for their spectacular fires. (The ‘‘trick”’ for 
those who refused was forcible inclusion among the fireworks.) 


In Ireland, costumed peasants went from farm to farm 


imploring treats for Muck Olla, an ancient deity. 


When the Romans conquered Britain, they intertwined 


practices from their own October festival for the dead with.the 


Celtic customs. Among these was an offering of apples to honor 
Pomona, a harvest goddess who wore a crown of apples. :

The advent of Christianity brought a need to render the pagan 


_ _ festivities: acceptable. To that end Pope Gregory III decreed in 


A.D. 835. ithat thereafter All Saints’ Day:;be celebrated on 
November. 1. The date was also known as All. Hallows Day and 
the night before became: All Hallows’ Eve — _ hence 
‘‘Halloween.’’ November 2 was designated All Souls’ Day, a 
Christian time for remembering the dead. Food was left for the 
‘departed and bonfires were still lit — but now to light the way to 
heaven. Trick-or-treating turned more benign and was known as 
‘*a-souling.’’ People went from house to house asking for soul 
cakes in exchange for promised prayers for the dead. Later on, 
only children went a-souling, and gradually, receiving the treats 
became more important than saying the prayers.

Frequently it is said that ours is an age of much 
knowledge but little wisdom — so frequently, in fact, that 
we are likely to leap into instant agreement without giving 


it much reflection. It is something that could be said of...

But what is this wisdom for which we are looking and 
not finding? Coleridge said that wisdom is common sense 
to an uncommon degree, which leads us only to argue 
what is or is not common sense! Henry Beecher, who was 
a clergyman, held that what we call wisdom is the result of 
all the wisdom of past ages, another not particularly 
enlightening observation. 


SOCRATES SAID that the Delphic Oracle called him 
the wisest of Greeks because he knew that, of all Greeks, 
he knew nothing. Pope agreed, saying that ‘‘ “Tis but to 
know how little can be known.’’ Priestley thoroughly 
confuses the issue with the opinion that one generation’s 
wisdom is the folly of the next. 


But then there are.those whose own wisdom prompts 
them to define it as a philosophy of life. ‘“There are but 
two classes of the wise’’ states one, ‘‘the men who serve 
God because they have found Him, and the men who seek 
Him because they have found Him not.’’ Another sees

the wise man as one who walks with God, ‘‘surveys far on 
the endless line of life; values His soul, thinks of eternity; 
considers both worlds and provides for both.”’ 


Scripture, of course, devotes a whole book to defining 
wisdom — or at least, the effect wisdom has upon a man. 
As a woman I take particular pleasure in that wisdom is 
referred to throughout as a woman! But then, so are ships 
and automobiles. 


VERY OFTEN, if we are honest, we will admit that a 
person seems most wise when agreeing with what we 
think or know we ought to think, and grossly unwise when 
opposing us. We are seldom persuaded by someone’s 
‘‘wisdom’’ unless we are already prepared to accept it. 


Wisdom must always be objective and few of us are 
consistently objective and so, at best, our wisdom is an 
eccentric thing. It is only when we learn to see life from a 
higher perspective than our own and a broader one that 
we come close to real wisdom, and even then it is not our 
own but a sharing of God’s gift. 


Perhaps what should really be said about our age is that 
there is much: information but little belief and so, little 
wisdom. A person is more likely to come to wisdom when

he has a strong belief in something beyond personal 
desires or judgments and particularly in God and the 
religious principles that arise from contemplation of Him. 


CONTEMPLATING THE ways of God among His 
people allows us to stand outside ourselves and so see 
more clearly than usual, less affected by the half-formed 
yearnings and ambitions that often dictate our lives. We 
borrow God’s wisdom then and learn to recognize our 
own folly. 


Probably, as our anonymous philosophers have said, 
the way to find wisdom is to seek God and forget the 
search for wisdom. Finding God, wisdom is bound to 
follow because it is so much part of Him — and all that 
He is He readily gives to those who seek Him. 


George Eliot, that most practical woman, proclaimed 
that ‘‘No man can be wise on an empty stomach,’’ while 
Richard Whately, archbishop of Dublin in the early 19th 
century, felt that true wisdom consists in the ‘‘ready and 
accurate perception of analogies.’’ 


BUT PERHAPS the last word should be given to 
Rabbi Ben Azai, one of the compilers of the Talmud who 
said, ‘‘In seeking wisdom thou art wise; In imagining 
thou hast attained it, thou art a fool.”’

In one of his last journals, Msgr. Trivisonno writes 
about Bishop Buddy: ‘“‘I must gratefully acknowledge my 
debt of gratitude to my Bishop for so unreservedly giving 


" me every opportunity of fulfilling my mission among the 


prisoners. He has always given me all the time I wanted to 
absent myself from my parish providing a substitute at his 


expense. He has ably abetted me by providing 
_ newspapers (‘‘Crociato’’), books, musical instruments ~~~ 


and whatever else I needed for recreational purposes 
among the camps. He hasn’t hesitated to visit the camps 
personally, confirming hundreds of the men. In this work 
of the pastoral care of the Italian prisoners, he had ~ 
detailed: several other priests of Italian extraction, in fact, ~ 
everyone who could speak Italian — in all, five priests!

certainly has been the ‘Good Shepherd’ of all service: 
men and prisoners of war in this diocese. The Italian 
POWs have always found in our good Bishop, the friend 
and sympathetic pastor of souls who, oftentimes, even in 
the midst of hot summer days, in desert camps, visited 
them and spoke words of wisdom and consolation. ”’ 


THE FINAL visitation of Msgr. Trivisonno to all the 
camps lasted one week and covered a total of 950 miles. 
He called it the best he had ever had. The men were going 
home at last! Copies of all the lists’ he obtained of 
prisoners’ names, rank and hometown addresses are in 
the diocesan archives. Each company was asked to form a 
committee to. represent the. men when they returned to 
Italy. This was done in some cases by picking one man 
from each of the large cities or provinces which were well- 
represented. He also left hundreds of dollars to be given to 


the men for the purchase of food and other refreshments 
on the trains which would be taking them to the eastern 
shores of the United States on the final trek home to Italy. 


On October 1, 1945, Msgr. Trivisonno wrote to the 
apostolic delegate in New York: ‘‘As the Italians leave 
California, they will take back with them the memory of 
the Catholic Church, their one and only friend while in 


prison. The War Relief Services of the National Catholic” cee 


Welfare Commission have been the salvation of these 
men. Prison life would have been unendurable without 
the relief and recreation provided by them.”’ 


We might also add that without the unselfish aid and 
fatherly ministrations of the many in-and-out-of-state 
chaplains placed in charge of so many thousands of 
homeless men, bitter and alone, their sojourn in America 
would indeed have been unendurable. These were the 
unsung heroes of those sad and unforgettable pages of 
History. 


Amniocentesis: still ambiguous 


Many women ask for amniocentesis in order to rule out 
defects which might result from late pregnancy. They use 
this procedure out of the highest moral vantage point: to 
not inflict deformity on another human merely to satisfy 
their own desire for motherhood. Abortion cannot be 
viewed as the answer to such a dilemma. 


Another problem involves a doctor who would not even 
recommend amniocentesis unless abortion would follow 
upon a negative testing. 


THIS LATTER difficulty raises a host of problems: 
e.g., the freedom of a woman to choose; the possible 
inaccuracy of the testing; if the baby is born defective, can 
he or she then sue a doctor for a wrongful life? 


These tests cannot be made until late in the pregnancy 
(16th to 17th week). Also, there is a two percent risk of 
either damaging the baby, tearing the uterus, introducing 
an infection, or precipitating a miscarriage. 


In addition, the procedure is not always successful 
(e.g., about a five percent chance of an inadequate 
specimen and thus the need to repeat the process). 


FINALLY, ERRORS in laboratory diagnosis are 
made, including possible mistakes in determining the 
baby’s sex: it is difficult, in other words, to be absolutely 
certain whether there is abnormality in the baby. 


A fundamental medical principle charges, primum non 
nocere. (first of all do no harm). Such a responsibility 
demands that a doctor always explain to the patient both 
the limitations and the risks of amniocentesis. A 
‘‘conspiracy of silence’’ to openly present these risks and 
other limitations is ethically unacceptable. 


What is the point of amniocentesis? It can never be 
used as a procedure to compel persons to abort — or even 
to refrain from procreation. It should be used as a help in 
enabling persons to make responsible decisions about life. 


PART OF THIS last goal sustains the responsibility of 
possible early therapy before the malfunction of defective 
genes has caused extensive damage. 


When is amniocentesis viable? A counselor or doctor 
should not recommend this procedure unless it is justified 
by the real possibility of intra-uterine therapy of some 
type proportionate to the risks. 


What must parents remember? Even with the 


conclusions of amniocentesis, parental anxiety cannot be -- 


totally eliminated. Such tests are not infallible nor can 
they prefectly predict the degree of abnormality. 


For any person or group to counsel abortion after 
negative testing, then, is unacceptable as there is the real 
possibility of destroying a perfectly normal child. In other 


words, abortion can never be the solution after 
amniocentesis. 


These are at least some of the factors to be considered in 
this complex matter. Hopefully, they point up the fact 
that amniocentesis is still an ambiguous procedure and is 
not the final word on how to deal. with possible fetal 
deformity. 


There still remains a wide gap between the 
achievements of science and the emotional capacity we 
have to absorb them. 


THERE IS AN important excitement and suspense 
connected with pregnancy. Medical procedures should 
respect this mystery and not simply turn a woman into an 
incubator or a breeding machine. 


A baby must always be treasured. None of us is perfect 
and we must be very careful about imposing our own 
standards of what it means to be human on others. 


A recent study has shown an astonishing incidence of 
depression among couples who went through abortion for 
a genetic indication following amniocentesis. This is a 
medical procedure that calls for a great deal of careful 
handling.

Last year, when Archbishop 
Bernardin’s committee made its initial 
report to the bishops, Archbishop 
Bernardin said a central issue facing the 
committee was whether it was moral even 
to possess nuclear weapons. 


The answer here seems to be “‘yes’’: 
that possession of nuclear weapons as part 
of a policy of deterrence is justified as long 
as it is being used as a step toward 
disarmament.

BUT THE committee also specifically 
rejects certain policies of deterrence and 
notes that deterrence cannot be extended 
‘beyond the prevention of use of nuclear 
weapons.” 

Much of the second draft’s section on 
deterrence is based on Pope John Paul 
II’s comments on the issue in his message 
to last summer’s special session on 


‘disarmament at the United Nations. The 


pope’s message, read to the General 
Assembly by Cardinal Agostino Casaroli, 
papal secretary of state, came too late for 
inclusion in the first draft. 


In his message the pope said deterrence 
‘‘may be judged morally acceptable’ as 
long as it is not treated as an end in itself. 
He also said there is a danger that the 
search for balance between superpowers 
will become a search for superiority that 
makes the arms race even more 
dangerous. 


THE POPE’S statement on 
deterrence, the second draft comments, 
“was designed to limit the acceptable 
function of deterrence precisely to the one 
positive value it is said to have had — 
preventing the use of nuclear weapons in 
any form.”’ 


Thus, the draft adds, the U.S. 
deterrence policy must be continually 
rethought and revisions must continually 
be made to reduce the possibility of 


nuclear war. 


The draft pastoral’s continued 
acceptance of the just war theory may be 
another major point of debate when the 
U.S. bishops begin discussing the draft at 
their annual meeting in Washington Nov. 
15-18.

THE JUST WAR theory, which dates 
to St. Augustine in the fourth century, 
establishes several criteria for the 
justifiable use of lethal force, including 
such aspects as self-defense, last resort 


and probability of success. Critics of the 


A U.S. Cruise missile 
theory contend that there is little 
probability that any side will emerge 
victorious in a nuclear exchange. 


But the pastoral says little about the 
pros or cons of the theory behind a just 
war. It merely describes it as one of two 
‘legitimate modes of Christian witness on 
issues of war and peace.’’ The other 
legitimate mode of Christian witness, the 
draft says, is non-violent pacifism. 

The new draft also includes an entirely 
new section on world order and the unity 
of the human family ‘‘rooted in common 


wow, 


creation.”’ 


HERE THE committee notes that 
Catholic teaching has pointed the way 
toward a more integrated international 
system. 


‘‘The missing element of world order 
today is the absence of a properly 
constituted political authority with the 
capacity to shape our material 
interdependence in the direction of moral 
interdependence,’’ the second draft 
states. 


This section also responds to the 
criticism that the first draft said little if 
anything about the Soviet threat. Soviet 
behavior sometimes merits the adjective 
‘‘monstrous,’’ the second draft states, but 


the Soviets, according to the committee, — 


have as great an interest in avoiding 
nuclear war as the United States. 


‘‘TO BELIEVE we are condemned in 
the future only to what has been the past 
of U.S.-Soviet relations is to 
underestimate both our human potential 
for creative diplomacy and God’s action 
in our midst which can open the way to 
changes we can barely imagine,’’ the new 
draft says. 


Card. Benelli dies 


FLORENCE, Italy (NC) — Cardinal 
Giovanni Benelli, who was made 
archbishop of Florence in 1977 after 10 
years as a key adviser to Pope Paul VI, 
died at his home Oct. 26, four days after 
suffering a heart attack. He was 61. 


The cardinal was considered one of the 
' principal candidates for the papacy after 
Pope Paul’s death in 1978 and was an 
outspoken opponent of legalized abortion 
in Italy.

Temmer cited the case of Erzinger v. 
the Regents of the University of 
California, which ‘‘made it perfectly clear 
that the regents, not plaintiffs, have 
exclusive authority to decide how to spend 
the university funds even when these fees 
are not used directly to support the cost of 
specific educational programs.”’ 


THE ERZINGER case also began at 
UCSD, when several students held back 
their registration fees to protest the 
abortion-funding policy of the school. 
The San Diego Superior Court case was 
decided in favor of the regents. The 
decision is being appealed. ; 


“‘T am a qualified student who has the. 


right to avail myself of the public 
education offered by the University of 
California, as provided for by the 
Constitution of the State of California,”’ 
Altomare told Vice Chancellor Watson in 
his letter. 


Those rights are abridged, Altomare 
has protested, when fees he must pay are 
used for services that conflict with his 
moral and religious beliefs.

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THE REGULATIONS announced by 
Cardinal Poletti apply only to priests and 
seminarians. The pope’s letter to the 
vicar focused primarily on the clergy but 
also made a reference to nuns in speaking 
of the aptness of distinctive dress as a sign 
of consecration. 


Luciano Montemauri, spokesman for 
the Rome _ vicariate’s Social 
Communications Office, said that there 
were no plans for a further letter from the 
cardinal specifying acceptable dress for 
nuns. 


‘*There has never been a problem with 
the women Religious in Rome,”’ said 
Montemauri, ‘‘because they never 
adopted the custom of not wearing 
religious garb.”’ 


MANY RELIGIOUS congregations 
who have recently submitted proposals for 
new constitutions to the Vatican 
Congregation for Religious and Secular 
Institutes have been directed to include a 
section insisting on the witness value of 
distinctive dress. 


A sizeable number of priests in the 
Rome area — one newspaper estimated it 
at 60 percent — have adopted secular 
dress. Many Italian priests, especially 
younger ones, wear dark turtle-neck 
shirts, without a Roman collar, when 
working in their parishes.

‘An ability to disturb people’

It’s quite easy to write and to talk about the most 
horrendous and fearful events so as not to disturb 
anybody. It’s done all the time, in fact, in bureaucracies 
and in academia, two areas by no means mutually 
exclusive. No matter how fearsome a seminar or institute 
topic — hunger, poverty, nuclear war — a bit of chatting 
with pleasant, well-dressed, well-educated people over 
coffee goes a long way toward dispelling grim reality and 
spinning the cozy illusion that we’ll muddle through 
somehow in such nice company. 

One of the talents of Franciscan Father Bruce Ritter, 
who has established Covenant House, a shelter for teen- 
age runaways just off Times Square in New York City, is 
an ability to disturb people. Just as he comforts the 
afflicted, so he afflicts the comfortable with hard-hitting 
columns that detail the human price that corruption 
exacts. 


IN A RECENT piece, ‘‘Sex As Entertainment,” 
Father Ritter takes aim at the sex industry. He begins 
with a few complacency-shattering examples; ‘‘Linda was 
11, still a virgin, when her pimp took her. Peter was 
dancing naked on bars when he was 15...Annie was 
barely 15 when her pimp went to her mother’s house in 
upstate New York, waited until her mother left for work, 
and dragged a very frightened Annie back to life on the 
street and a near death.”’ 


He then goes on to explain that we have a sex industry 
in this country, one of the ‘‘growth industries’ in a 
generally sluggish economy, simply because we want one. 
‘‘There are literally millions of customers who patronize 
this multi-million dollar business. Millions of customers 
who believe the bizarre myth that prostitution is a 
victimless crime...who choose to believe that sex is 
entertainment and that it’s okay to pay the entertainers, 
who scoff at the notion that there is something sacred and 
deeply personal and intimate about sexual experience.”’ 


This sex industry, Father Ritter charges ‘“‘dominated 
and controlled by organized crime,’’ actually forms a 
“‘continuum’’ with the entertainment industry: ‘‘It has 
almost become impossible to distinguish between some 
aspects of legitimate theater and the sex industry. And the 
fact is we seem to want it that way.”’ 


FATHER RITTER might have also included movies 
in his continuum. For, writing from a different viewpoint, 
financial columnist Dan Dorfman, in a recent column 
‘X-rated Film Business Headed for Wall Street,” fully 
supports Father Ritter’s continuum theory and his charge 
of mob involvement. ‘‘The X-rated film business, for 
many years mob-controlled, is coming out of the closet 
and making its way to Wall Street.’’ There are millions to 
be made and tax shelters galore. 


The newly formed Westar Productions, Dorfman 
writes, will soon file a statement with the Securities and

KULAWIK, WHO denies any connections with 
organized crime, professes a degree of artistic integrity 
and idealism so lofty that it’s obvious he’s not just in it for 
the money: ‘‘These are not the kinds of films that will be 
made in a hotel room in three days and be a put-down of 
women. We want to make people feel good about 
eroticism and their sexuality and our films will be in good 
taste.”’ 


If they are, Dorfman wryly notes, they’ll be quite a 
departure from Kulawik’s current products, which 
feature such titles as Beach Blanket Bango, Insatiable, 
The Orgy Machine and some others that wouldn’t bear 
listing in a family newspaper. 


Ah, but perhaps mob control, at least, will loosen with 
all this respectability? A criminal attorney Dorfman 
talked with, a man quite familiar with organized crime, 
doesn’t think so: ‘‘There’s too much money to be made 
from associated lines like drugs, prostitution and 
blackmail to walk away,’’ he told Dorfman — note the 
continuum again — ‘‘and this business has got some of 
the nastiest guys you wouldn’t want to meet.’’ 


MEANWHILE, BACK at the Bijou in the shopping 
center — toward the other end of the continuum — Beach

BUENOS AIRES (NC) — Ante el 
pedido reiterado de la iglesia y de 
organizaciones pro derechos humanos, el 
gobierno militar argentino concedié la 
libertad en setiembre a 41 prisioneros 
politicos, y prometié elecciones para 1984 
como paso a la constitucionalidad. Pero 
guarda silencio sobre los desaparecidos, 
que se calcula son de 6,000 a 15,000 desde 
que el régimen inicié la batalla contra 
grupos de izquierda.
